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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 

of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the U.S. 
Patent to Yoshimura et al. 

2. The reference discloses a multi-functional timer, comprising a CPU 60 
connected with a setting unit 80, display unit 100, output control circuit 74, oscillating 
circuit 60,65, the setting unit has switches 80, said switches being connected to 
buttons on a panel (Fig.2), whereby a user can use said buttons to control settings of 
said CPU; said display unit has a setting display zone 81 , setting date display zone 86- 
88 and date/time display zone 102-107, all or part of digits 1 to 7, which represent 
Monday to Sunday being able shown at said setting date display zone, said output 
control circuit 74 has an output end so as to be connected to a controller to allow said 
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controller to be controlled by said CPU to practice an action according to a set date, 
time and action interval (see col. 7,lines IZfQ, display zone has symbols showing a 
work-starting time setting "ON", work-stopping time setting "OFF", how-many-minutes- 
acts-once setting 104 or work-day-in-one-week setting 108, and output time setting 
104, the setting unit comprised four switches respectively, connected to a confimriation 
button 84, movement button 81 , up-adjustment button 82 and down-adjustment button 
83 on said panel, a weekday, time and minute can be shown in said date/time display 
zone 103.104,107, the display unit is a LCD (col. 7. line 10).
